Some railroad 
executives, we believe, -would not object, but the 
heads of the railway executives’ associations op- 
pose abolition.

So far as 
heroin ig concerned, Dr.:Simon says that 
80 per cént of nearly 8,000 physictans in 
New York state are in favor of prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and the sale of the 
drug. hty-three per cent of the phy-+ 
siciams ahd 94 per cent of the dentists 
were willing to see cocain prohibited as 
to manufacture, sale, and use.

The great majority of physicians would 
not vote against the complete prohibi-, 
tion of opium and morphine, though a 
smeil minority would even go that far. 
Possibly four or ten years from now the 
majority of physicians will be willing to 
go the whole route. Teh years ago a 
test vote on heroin and cocaine would 
not have shown many in favor of pro- 
hibiting these drugs. Dr. Simen finds 
evidence that in New York City the Har-, 
rison act, plus the state and local laws, 
are making some headway in controlling 
narcotic addiction. Dr. Simon's study 
shows that the bulk of the addicts are 
among the criminal classes, and that the 
way to go after it is through thé police.

HOT WATER AND STEAM. 


J. C. R. writes: A few weeks ago you 
compared the heafing of dwellings with 
hot water and with steam. I would 
be glad to know the advantages and dis- 
advantages of heating with warm air. 
How does it compare with hot water 
and steam heating in economy of fuel 
and healthfulness? 


REPLY. 

Heating with 4 air is inexpensive for 
installation, but expensive for operation. 

It is dificult to ventilate when heating is 
done with hot air. While ft is difficult to 
humidify in this quality hot air is inter- 
mediate between steam and hot water heat- 
ing. Humidifying is easiest where steam 
heat is tsed. 

As compared with stove or open fire heat- 
ing, hot air héating is more expensive to in- 
stall, but less expensive to oberate. 

It is more comfortable than open fire heat- 
ing and, on the whole, more wholesome.

Why He Got Ahead. 


McCormick’s constituents may take 
it for granted that the reasons why he 
has got ahead in Washington are as 
follows: 

First, he does not beléng to any 
special group or clique, whether of the 
La Follette radicals, the farm bloc 
progressives, the stick in the mud con- 
servatives, or the reactionary tories.

A jealous nature, Dr. Ramus further 
exposes, has for its foundation a 
nature in which self-love and vanity 
are prominent.

The desire to hold another per- 
son, in order to keep him or her from 
others, or so as to be known or spoken 
of enviously as the one preferred, is 
unqualified vanity. Jealousy, there- 
fore, Dr. Ramus diagnoses as wounded 
self-love, wounded vanity, and con- 
feased inferiority. 

The effect of jealousy on the person 
desired is usually irritating, Dr. Ra- 
mus explains, because to some extent 
it pricks his or her conscience and 
because it has the irk of a limitation 
ot one’s freedom.
